HARVEST SUFFER POSTPONED. 


ENTIRE GUARD OUT. 


COLUMBUS, 0., Sept. 16.—Plans for 


the mobilization of tbe Ohio National 
Guard at Canton, to take part in the 
final obsequies of the late President 
William McKinley, on Thursday, were 
perfected at a meeting of the state 
officials yesterday. 


The entire guard of the state, num 


bering about 5000 men, boa been or 
dered to report for duty at Canton by 
Wednesday noon. Tho troops will be 
used for police duty in the city. 


The Boston & Maine track crow, in 


charge of Wm. Norton of this city, 
have nearly completed tho work of lay 
ing t,be tracks from Kittery Navy Yard 
startion to the new bridge from Kittery 
to the yaid. All that remains is the 
putting down of about iifteen 
rail 


lengths and some grading. This work 
has been delayed on account of non- 
arriVdl of stock, it is paid. The con- 
tractors who were to do tho track work 
on the navy yard want to give the work 
up, owing to the price of steel ad vane 
ing aud other reasons, and turn the 
whole matter over to the Boston & 
Maine railroad to handle. 


The Flying Yankee was nearly three 


hours lato on arriving in this city, 
Tuesday night, owing to a delay on the 
Maine Central railroad. An extra pas 
se Direr train was made up in Portland, 
in charge of Conductor Frank Burke, 
and rua through to Boston, making the 
stops and time of the Yankee, which 
came ulong later as a special. 


President Tattle's private car, No. 


555, passed through here Tuesday night 
from Portland on train No. 102 for 
Boston.

of ihn great danger to tho republic o 
all the spirit of lawlessness in what way

Andrew Carnegie: . 


Sir—Having been requested by mem- 


bers of our union to write you a letter 
and fearing that a private communica- 
tion from a workingman would not be 
permitted to reach you, I address you 
through the newspaper press. 


With your knowledge of Industrial 


conditions, the needs and wrongs of 
those who toll; with your great or- 
ganizing abilities and yoar millions, 
you have a magnificent opportunity 
for becoming one of the world's great- 
est benefactors. 
But not by giving 


libraries will you become so. 


Nothing can really benefit the wage- 


worker, as you must know, till be has 
shorter hours of labor and better pay. 
The free library is not the boon that it 
may have been fifty years ago. With 
the coming of the prany paper, which 
keeps us in touch with life everywhere, 
and the best of books to be had for 10 
and even 5 cents we are not so much 
in need of matter to read as for time 
to read it. There are a few books that 
we own and carry about with us, read- 
ing them with grimy hands, as we of- 
ten must, if we read at all. They are 
ours without a weary walk and a lot 
of trouble when we want them and 
with no burdensome fine to pay should 
they be injured or lost. Your costly 
libraries will be patronized by school 
children, Indigent professional men and 
the leisure class, -who are able to buy 
their own books, but not largely by 
the workers. 


Does it ever occur to you, Mr. Car- 


negie, that we are entitled to hompu of 
our own with such requirements ol 
civilization ns baths and books and the 
leisure to benefit by them? If order IH 
heaven's first law, justice must be tho 
second, which you know Is almost 
lacking In present industrial methods 
Were tt not so one man would not be 
groaning under tho weight of $200, 
000,000, while those who have wirne< 
It Ihe in abject want during the) 
working years and arc pauperize 
\vhen they are no longer able to work 
If to die rich is to die disgraced, wha 
Is It to live rich, with these ghastl 
wrongs crying to heaven for vcnge 
ance all unrlgbted? 


Among the many deadly abuses onl 


hinted at here of which we complal 
Is the fact that wf are not allowed 1 
l>c honest men. You pay liberally thos 
wolves in sheep's clothing who tal 
"rot" about "faithfulness to eraploj 
ors," which means only that wo are 1 
aid thorn In getting rich as fast as 
Bible by whatever methods thoy choonc 
to employ. If employers were nhvays 
honorable men, this talk would be lean 
< I'enslve. 
But many are scoundrels 


•who deserve hanging for their brut til 
disregard of the rights and lives ot 
otbeis, and to be faithful to them Is to 
be faithless in almost every other rela 
tlou. To illuhtrate: 


Wlien a contract la Riven to the low' 


est bidder, it must mean cheap labor, 
and it may mean poor workmanship 
and inferior material. But tbo man, 
faithful to liis criiployer, is expected lo 
ignore a defective girder in the bridge, 
in.sunVient supports to tho building and 
insanitary plumbing that will require 
frequent repairs. Without a protest lie 
Ufaes paint that be knous will fade and 
peel iu a season, and paste that will as 
soou as dry leave the paper loose from 
the wall. Ah, what stories we could 
tell of discomfort and diaaster result- 
ing from the dishonest work we havo 
been forced to do in being faithful to 
our employers! Yet should we report 
these things you know what would 
happen to us, for what will not money 
doV We workers are everywhere and 
know the moral fiber of every rich man 
in the country. Wo know tho tricks 
they resort to in order to reduce output 
and keep up prices and bow they de- 
fraud the public. 


Th'jso of ua In mills and factories 


know wby costly fabrics fade aud do 
little service; why shoes aud rub'bers 
HO soon bscome worthless. 
We see 


candies, ice cream, beer, tobacco, cof- 
fee and every article of food adulterat- 
ed that can be aud with material more 
or less injurious to health. 


Stevedores and longshoremen tell 


jtrewsome stories of why the ship was 
lo-st with all on board aud trainmen 
tl.at but for the greed ot employers the 
catastrophe would Lave been averted. 


It is folly to blame the conductor and 


motorman for the beastly crowding of 
tbe trolley car and for the frightful 
speed at which it dashes through 
crowded streets, doing its deadly work 
e\ery day in tbe year. These men are 
only beiug faithful to their employers 
galhtriug in as many nickels as possl 
ble. And these- are the things we have 
to do or become tramps. The rich 
num. cowardly ae he la crafty, knows 
bow to shield himself behind a helpless 
craploj ee. 


In ,all of the horrible atrocities In 


which the wageworker la compelled to 
participate the most revolting are In 
en trie ears, pc-ns and slaughter bouses 
Of course there are Inspectors paid by 
the stnte to hnep an eye on these place 
—and paid by our employers not t 
when the Inspector eft n't be hoodwink 
ed, as IIP generally can be and Is. 


But It Is In tbe meat packing an 


onnnlug houses that fraud gets in it 
finest work. Chemicals are freely used, 
and to furninb material for the highly 
seasoned preparation that, with florid 
label and de'.ectably delusive name, 
bring* a high price In tho market tbe 
very buzzaids have beta robbed of 
their natural food. 


I'.ehiK aware, as we are, that the 


chinch IB composed largely of personn 
directly rtaponniblfc tor this reign of 


Cruelty and dishonesty. Is It surprising 
that v>-e keep aloof? My daughter, em- 
ployed in a snatch factory, says that a 
rertaln number of worthless matches 
roust be placed In each box. My boy, 
platen, after two years of faithfulness 
to his employer, is a nervous wreck, 
whose recovery is doubtful. He has 
bpon required to give short weight and 
measure, to falsify concerning cost and 
quality, which Jmve preyed upon him 
and helped to bfeak him down as much 
as hard work and long hours. 


His employer teaches a Bible class, 


and nt one stage of young Letter's ca- 
reoi he was spoken of as a shining ex- 


ple of "business sagacity, which 


you Mould do well to imitate." More 
recently the heroes of his Sunday hour 
have been such curious financiering 
>achyderms as Morgan, Frlck and 
Schwab. 


But do not think, Mr. Carnegie, that 


)ocnuse we avoid the churches that 
you support we do not read the Bl- 
5le (in which yon believe) somewhat 
thoroughly :md try to measure not only 
ourselves, but sometimes others, by Its 
standard of honesty and manhood. We 
earn that our first duty is to demand 
from our employers such conditions as 
vi ill enable us to live like men. This 
iv e can only do by organizing and help- 
ng our fellows. 
The man who op- 


poses this seems to us a foe to human 
n-ogress, whatever his professions. Wo 
jelievc that in this Jesus is with us 
uid for us, and all the good influences 
of the universe are on our side. We 
may fall and fall, but give up the 
struggle we will not. We demand bet- 
:er conditions, not for ourselves alone, 
Mit for women and children, who have 
always been the greatest sufferers 
rom the rapacity of our Christian em- 
ployers. 


Were Jesus to come among VH, bod- 


ily, today, would he not Had the same 
''brand" of doctor, lawyer, priest and 
rich man that he denounced BO bitter- 
y? Aye! And he would use the Burnt' 
word*, without softening or revision. 
Of course there are exceptions. There 
were then, but th<» proportion of noble 
and true to Ignoble and false appears 
to have remained about the samp. 


I heard Wendell Philjlps say, short- 


ly before bis death, that we had fici-d 
the black slave, and now we must free 
the wage slave, which would be ti task 
Infinitely harder. 
Will you not help 


us, Mr. Carnegie? Let us try a union 
of organized labor and organized cap 
Itul and see v\hat the result will be. 
Let UH have n chance to do honest 
work, In which we can take pride, for 
honest pay. You will find It the surest, 
Hpeodk-.st and the only way of remo'v 
Ing tho social evils now rampant.

How to Defeat the Old S«yl»», "A < 


Tooth For Every Child." 


Nursing mothers should tats especial 


care of their digestion not simply on ac- 
count of the child, which, of course, is a 
good deal, but because of their own com- 
fort and well being. SChere are many 
ways in which tke system easily suffers 
at this time, not the least among these 
being the deca^r of the teeth. The old 
saying, "A tooth for every child," Is not 
without a foundation, iunsniuch as the 
teeth are undoubtedly more predisposed 
to decay at this period of the woman's es.* 
Istence. I believe, however, that this de- 
cay is due in large part to nn acid dys- 
pepsia developed about this time or 
earlier in a good many cases and causing 
an.undue amount of acid secretion in the 
mouth, though' in exceptional cases the 
extra draft on the woman's system may 
need to be considered. 


To prevent this premature decay of the 


teeth much may be done by correcting 
the accompanying digestive disturbance 
and the administration of a good sirup of 
lactopbosphate of lime after pieals. In 
many cases history will show the begin- 
ning of this indigestion to run back some 
time before the birth of the child, and of 
course it weie belter if our treatment 
could be instituted then. 
All healthy 


mothers should nurse their babies if they 
possibly can, for both mother and child 
will be the better for it in the long run. 
One of the surest ways for the mother 
to have plenty of milk is to take plenty of 
milk herself, and it were better if this 
milk be taken fresh from the cow. All 
rich, stimulating articles of diet had best 
be left out of the dietary of the nursing 
mother. Plenty of bread and butter may 
be allowed, and breakfast foods, with 
lean meats onco or twice a day; also eggs 
in moderation. Fried dishes are to be 
avoided. Meat broths and soups, not too 
greasy, are usually permissible. A wine- 
glass of extract o£ malt drank while eat- 
ing is often a good tonic. 


As directed especially to the indigestion 


occurring nt this time, I would prescribe, 
to be administered before taking nourish- 
ment, a powder each one of which should 
be composed as follows: Caroid, five 
grains; bicarbonate of soda, five grains; 
pepsinated charcoal, three grains. This 
will be found to greatly assist the diges- 
tion, the caroid serving also to make good 
blood through the enhanced assimilative 
power. The lime preparation or a pre- 
paration of hypophosphites can be used 
in conjunction with this after meals, and 
both will ho medication enough for most 
cases. The caroid Uigcsthe powder may 
often he used to good advantage to cor- 
rect any stomach or bowel disturbance 
in the child by simply giving it to the 
mother as indicated.—Dr. A. P. Reed in 
Housekeeper. 


ONE HUNDRED KILLF.D. ~ 


terrific Gas Explosion In * ColWaxlo 


'• 
Mine. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Sept. 17.—A 
pecial to The Gazette from Glemvood 
springs, Colo., says: A frightful gas 
xploslon occurred at 5:30 o'clock last 
veiling in the coal mine of the Colo- 
ado Fuel and Iron coxupauy at Spring* 
ulch, probably resulting In the In- 
tant death of all the miners at the 
ime engaged in work, an estimate of 
00 men. 
The concussion of the explosion was 
erriflc, and the entire entry was badly 
caved in. 


Three men were rescued from near 
he entry soon after the explosion, but 
hey were so frightfully mangled as to 
be unrecognizable. 


The telephone line to Spring Gulch is 


out: of order, and a messenger was dis- 
mtched to the office of the Pocahontas 
mine, eight 'miles distant, where tele- 
phone connection was had with Glen- 
wood. A special Midland train was 
ordered, and all doctors in Glenwood 
•Springs were at once sent to the scene 
of the accident. No definite informa- 
:lon has yet been received here as to 
:he number of men killed, but it is sup- 
posed that the men at this mine work 
until 6 o'clock except those who do 
contract work, and in that event it is 
thought that almost 100 men must 
have been in the mine at the time of 
:he explosion. There is not one chance 
in a thousand for many of them to es- 
cape with their lives.

HP is being assisted by Dr. Iler.cy R 
Gaylord of the State Pathological lab- 
oratory and Heibert M. Hill, the city 
chemist, who will make an examinu 
tion of the bullets.

ion, the gangrenous affection was caus- 
ed in the natural progress of the dis- 
ease from the wound or whether it 
mitjht be the result of a poisoned bul- 
let, said, "Renlly, I can say nothing ns 
to that at present." 


A MoKlnley Memorial Arch. 


Chicago, Sept. 17.—At an informal 


meeting of 100 prominent citizens of 
Chicago n proposition to start a move- 
input for the erection of a magnificent 
memorial arch for President McKinley 
at Washington wns made by Alexan- 
der H. Rpvoll. 
The suggestion was 


universally approved. Several gentle- 
men spoke upon the matter, including 
Congressman Koutolle, .T. C. Shaffer, 
ex-Alderman Fitch and President Fos 
ter. The proposition xvas that thp pres- 
ident of the United States be requested 
to appoint a commission of citizens 
who shall take charge of the collection 
of a public fund for the purpose of 
building an arch at Washington. 


Governor Hunt St>orn In. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept. 17.—The 


late President McKinley having accept- 
ed Mr. Allen's resignation of tbe gov- 
ernorship of Porto Rico, to take effect 
Sept. 15, extensive preparations had 
been made by the people of the island 
for the Inauguration of Governor Hunt 
yesterday. All were canceled immedi- 
ately, however, on the announcement 
of President McKlnley's death. 
A<^- 


cordingly Mr. Hunt took: the oath pri- 
,vately at his liouke in the presence of 
the members of the executive council, 
Captain Stirling, the justices of fhe su- 
preme coiirt and a few others.

general of an army* Every detail must 
bo familiar to her, and she must exercise 
entire right of supervision of all depart- 
ments—rooms, cupboards, drawers, etc.— 
in her house. 


The house is hers, and she is primarily 


responsible to husband and children also 
for the cleanliness, order aad wholesome 
maintenance of that house in its entirety. 


Now, tliis does not mean that she is 


constantly prying into and invading the 
servants' quarters, but it does mean that 
she has every right to go into and period- 
ically inspect the order and cleanliness of 
the servants' rooms and places. 


The commander of a.troopship inspects 


all quarters, even the ladies' cabins. 


It has been known that cooks have rc- 


sonrod the so called "interference" of 
their mistress in thc management and ar- 
rangement of larders, 
cupboards and 


storerooms. Now, this is an untenable 
position for both parties. 


A well managed kitchen should boar in- 


spection in every detail, and resentment 
of that inspection implies careless work 
or a foolish prejudice that on the face of 
it is unreasonable. 


The same arguments apply to the 


maid's own quarters, though no self re- 
specting mistress could for a moment in- 
vade unnecessarily the privacy of a serv- 
ant's personal possessions.

pushing a preparation named "Proserv 
it" thruiigb Bgents, circulars, etc, This 
substance hi>s been analyzed at tho state 
laboratory of hygiene and tho results 
will he announced ia tbe October num- 
ber of tho Sanitary Bulletin, issued by 
tbo board. The basis of the prepara 
tiou IB salicylic acirl, in tho form of sal. 
icvlate of soda, the addition of which to 
food and drinks is condemned by the 
highest authorities. We therefore warn 
thu public ugaiu&t the use of preparr. 
cions of this kind. The law prohibits) 
the sale of foods and dnuks prepared 
with preservatives under severe penal 
ty."

"One ott the best bank stories I ever 


heard or read," said the assistant cashier 
of the Capital National bank, "was re- 
lated by Governor J. Hoge Tyler of Vir- 
ginia in an address of welcome mads to 
the American JJaukers' association ia an 
annual convention at Richmond, Va., 
Oct. 2, 1900. As I remember it, the story 
went about like this: Soon after the war, 
when banking rates, or discount rates, 
were high, an old country friend in one of t 
the southwest counties, a farmer, went 
to the bank to secure a loan of $1,000 for 
ive years 
Of course this made the man 


aehiud the grating open his eyes and look 
at him with wonder and astonishment, 
and the farmer was told that they could 
not make provision for such a loan as 
that unless they had the most satisfac- 
:ory collateral that could be obtained. 


"The old fellow asked, 'Collot what?' 
" 'Collateral,' the banker answered. 
" 'Well, what is that?' the farmer ask- 


ed.'The banker went on to describe the 
stocks and bonds and securities that are 
meant by the term collateral. The old 
farmer said: 'Well, if I had those things 


wouldn't want any money. They are 


better than money," he said. 


Well,' said the baiker, 'you can't get 


the money unless you succeed in getting 
some of those collaterals, and then we 
might discount your note.' 


"Well, the farmer succeeded in getting 


some collateral and in getting some per- 
sonal indorsements, and also in getting 
iis own name upon the paper and his 
wife's as well, and obtained mortgages 
in everything he had. lie came and 
dumped his collateral down on the bank- 
r's desk. They were satisfactory, and 
:he cashier made out hie note for him for 
Pl.000 and told him to sign it, which the

'I am glud I did not :isk you to lend 


me that money for ten years,' ejaculated 
the farmer, 'or you would have had me 
in debt, and I would have to pay you 
something for asking you to lend it to 
rr.o.' " 


"When I was banking in Sullivan, 


Ir,d., some years ago," said the president 
of a national bank, "I had a singular ex- 
perience. 1 always locate my stories on 
the bunks of the Wabasb so that people 
can't tell whether I am 'stretching it' or 
not. One day a rustic looking fellow 
ctime into the bank and handed me a 
draft on New York made out, we will 
fay, to John Bell. I was not exactly cer- 
U,in thnt 1 knew the man, but his ap- 
pearance wns in his favor, and I cashed 
the draft. He could not write, so I had 
him make his mark. The draft was for- 
^ nriled to New York for collection, nnd 
in about a week or ten days it came back 
to us -with the statement that the in- 
dorsement on the back vcas a forgery. 
The letter rrom the New York bank that 
accompanied the draft said 'John Bell, 
the man for whom this 'draft was in- 
tended, is a traveling representative for 
a local patent medicine house, nnd, while 
he admits That he was in the town of 
Sullivan on the day the draft was cash- 
ed, he declares that he did not get the 
money.

"I sent for the former, whose name 


was John Bell also, to come to the bank,' 
continued Mr. Wilson, "and when he came 
I showed him the draft and the lette 
from the New York bank and asked him 
how it came about that he cashed tha 
draft, which was intended for anothe 
man of the same name. 'Well,' he saic 
'I'll tell you how it was. There was 
feller in our neighborhood a couple o 
weeks ago selling tickets in a lottery fo 
a dollar apiece, and I bought one of them 
tickets. When I came to town the othe 
day, 
I went to the postoffice to get m 


mail and they banded me a letter wit 
that there draft in it. I Jest supposed i 
wns returns from my lottery ticket, ant 
so I brought tbe draft to you and got th 
money on it.' 


"I could tell by the old man's face an( 


manner that he was telling the truth, an< 
I took his note for the amount of th 
draft, which he had spent in the mean- 
time, and fixed the matter up that way. 
He paid the note, too, eventually." 


"When I used to work in the Meridian 


National bank, which was 
afterward 


absorbed by the Merchants'," said an- 
other bank official, "I relieved Albert 
Kopp, the paying teller, one day during 
the noon hour while he went to lunch. 
An old farmer came up to the counter 
with n check for a hundred and some odd 
dollars that he had received in pay- 
ment for Borne hogs he had brought to the 
city nnd sold. 1 looked at the name ot 
the payee written on the face of the 
check nnd then at the man, before me and 
said, 'I don't know you, my friend; you 
will have to be identified." He gave me 
in innocent stare of surprise ana, reach- 
ing into his pocket, said, 'How much will 
Hint cost, mister?' " 


"Way back in 1870, when the civil war 


revenue tax wan still in force," said a 
bank official, "a country depositor came 
into our bank at Sullivan and asked me 
for some stamps, saying he expected to 
have use for thorn pretty soon. 'What 
denomination?' I asked. 'Waal,' he re- 
Vlicd, 'I nm a Methodist now, but my 
(imily's all Baptists." He bad evidently 
never heard the word denomination used 
in nny connection other than religious."— 
ludiaiiupolis Journal.

EKGLISH BEAUTY. 


HOW THE SrANDARD HAS CHANGED 


IN EIGHTY YEARS. 


Once Everything Depended Upon the 


Eyes —The Burnc-Jone», Ro««ettl 
and Da Maurier Type*—What If 
Juikcd Today. 
A famous living artist, a great author- 


ity on what is peculiarly the study and 
aim of art—beauty—has beea heard to 
maintain that women of our generation 
have a quite uncanny power of altering 
themselves for the 
• overthrow and en- 


slavement of their victim, man. If it b« 
true at all, it is probable they always hao 
that power and almost certain thej 
never let it lapse for want of using it. 
And certainly when we look round at the 
:>retty English girls of this present yeai 
t seerns as if it were true. What is true 
s that the type eeems to have com- 
pletely changed. 


Some eighty years ago a famous chap- 


eron-used to lay down, as the condition 
of certain triumph that a girl should 
lave eyes. Other points of beauty went 
for nothing or for little. If she had eyes 
she would do, and by "do" that much 
requisitioned chaperon meant that she 
was sure to capture a desirable husband. 
And the painters of those days showed 
us what sort -were the eyes that did all 
lie mischief. 
They were not demure, 


or provoking, or flashing; they were eiin- 
>ly large, lazy, lauguorous and generally 
>Iue. 
There was nothing "unholy" in the ex- 


pression of the eyes; it was only in the 
color; they were essentially ingenue eyes. 
Jady Hamiltor had them, but Romney 
managed geut-rally so to deepen them 
with shadow that you never realized the 
color ns blue. Now, with this beauty of 
eyes, and especially of blue eyes, came 
he beauty of complexion, the healthy 
>ink and white of the late Georgian and 


n the early Victorian era. We have 


but to turn to any portrait of that time 
o see that the oval face, "the blue eye, 
dear and dewy, and the infantine sweet 
air of her" were what the painter knew 
his sitter would expect. 


Then came ttoe change. Roseetti, so to 


speak, discovered throats, Du Maurier 
made us look at chins, Hazlitt sang the 
>raises of pallor, passion pale pallor; 
yes were forgotten or overlooked and 
'regularity" was unnecessary to noses, 
figures became long and angular, dress 
gnored figure and changed to drapery, 
nnd the whole type altered. 
Burne- 


Fouos, Rossetti and Du Maurier seemed 
:o have fashioned between them a new 
tiud of beautiful woman. The portraits 
of the seventies record the changing 
fashion and it was part of it that the 
age of beauty was thought to come later 
n the life of woman. The typo passed 
o exaggeration in tho aesthetic craze, 
nit, all the same, throat and chin and 
nouth nnd pallor ruled us and eyes and 
complexion went for little or nothing. 


But the reaction was inevitable nnd not 
ons delayed. It has coine already. 
Women have again uncannily changed 
heraselves for the destruction of man. 
The Rossetti type is disappearing and 
gradually giving place to two other types, 
vhich indeed have little in common. One 
may frankly be called the Romney type. 
L'he hair is brown and curly, the face 
s short, the nose is slightly upturned, 
he corners of the mouth turn up a little 
oo. 
The only word of praise which 


•ou know would be inapplicable is "dig- 
nified." It is a soubrette kind of beauty, 
•nptivatmg, provocative, domestic, cer- 
ainly not ovcrintellectunl, with no great 
cndency to literature or art, winsome, 
nnd conscious of its irresistibility. 
You 


see it just now largely leavening all 
classes of English society. 
There is 


nothing of the grande dame about it. 
'u you fancy one of the Rossctti-Du 
Maurier type beauties ever stooping to 
conquer, ever descending to the barmaid, 
and yet remaining Miss Hardcastle? 
You will see the type all through London 
today, in ladies, in shopgirls, in serv- 
ants, a type very attractive for its 
healthy, lovable comeliness. 
Romney 


ave it to us for our admiration, nnd 


the London hairdresser has helped most 
girls more or less to come under it. The 
short locks with the curves support the 
curves of the retrousse nose, give zest 
and piquancy to the impertinence of the 
face, and give to the whole type its pro- 
vocative charm. It certainly is not a re- 
fined kind. The face is broad, fat, white. 
The nose is rather shapeless. The ears 
are rather large and decidedly ugly. The 
ruouth has little form in its lines, no 
firmness when it closes, little expression 
when it lies open. The roll of that black 
hair accentuates all these defects, and 
brings many individuals, really unlike, 
apparently under the same type. 
It 


won't last. 


But there is another form of face 


which we have begun to see latterly 
which is a type and which has come to 
stay. Its beauty is more or less that of 
the early Victorian type. The eye here 
has for its essential a natural outlook. It 
does not beg the charity of notice, it 
does not care for it, but enjoys itself in 
the world and has its beauty from its 
pleasure. The bridge of the nose now 
returns to its normal importance. It ia 
seen as that of the delicately lifted 
aquiline. 


Du Maurier thirty years ago annexed 


the high bridge, accentuated its defects 
and made it the special preserve of the 
dowager duchesses. The ugliness of the 
exaggeration has now passed away. The 
delicate aquiline has a beauty of its own, 
especially when with it comes in once 
more the large eye that has room for a 
large lid. This type has also the charm 
of complexion, a wholesome red nnd 
white, chocks that can blush subcntane- 
ously, a face that ignores the surface of 
powder and the tint of rouge. 
This 


beauty, all thp game, is rather dollish 
nnd of a stupid kind, with its chin apt 
to ho weak nnd its brow low nnd shelv- 
ing. 
It is essentially Aristocratic and 


belongs to the granddaughters of Du 
Manner's downgers.—London News.

Dead President Arrives 


Washington. 


ID 


A MOURNFUL HOMECOMING 


Contrasted With His Entry Fire 


Tears Ago. 


TAKEN TO WHITE HOUSE. 


Btllitury ; Escort Accompanies 
the 


Henr»e, Which Is Followed by 
FreMdent Roosevelt and Hl» Cnb- 
Inet In Carriages—Mr». McKinley 
Bears X?l» "Well—Tens of Thousands 
of Persons Liae the Route From 
the Station to the Executive 
Man- 


sion—Body Guarded by Comrade* 
of the Late Chief of the Nation. 


Washington, Sept. 17.—Not a drum 


was heard, not a funeral note, as the 
slim cortege of cavalry and pallbearers 
escorting the body of President McKin- 
ley marched sileutjy along Pennsylva- 
nia avenue last night from the station 
to the White House between the crowd- 
ed lines of grieving citizens. 


The last entry of William McKinley, 


the dead president, into the capital ot 
the nation was nt 9 p. m. On the rlaa 
draped casket rested a large sheaf of 
wheat, emblematic of the gathered bar 
vest. MeKinley. the man and the states- 
man, had passed through the portals ol 
the same railroad station more than a 
hundred times. Ills first coming was as 
a boy soldier. Then he came as, legisla- 
tor and as governor and tinally as pres- 
ident elect of the TInited States. 


That was on March 2, 1807. It was a 


perfect day, wilh budding trees, spring 
flowers and singing birds. It was earlj 
morning when a magnificent train, cov 
ered with fluttering Hags, swept along 
the historic Potomac and ran into tlit 
Pennsylvania railroad station. It wns- 
the McKluley train, and it carried tlu 
president elect and his wife, his aged 
mother, who had taught him that re 
!igious fortitude with which he faced 
death; his brother and sisters, his othei 
relatives and personal friends, all plain 
people from Ohio. 


The people said It was MeKinley 


weather and a happy onion of the good 
times that were to follow in the wnk;- 
of his administration. 


Rnterrd as I'lnln Citizen. 


Magnificent as was the demonstration 


thon planned to welcome the president 
elect, he Insisted upon entering the na 
fion's capital as a citizen and no more 
but the buoyancy of his bearing spokf 
eloquently of his high hopes lie had 
from the political policies which h- 
hold almost as sacred as his religious 
creed. lie came to sow the seeds ol 
prosperity. 


Last night the last MoKinley train 


that will ever enter tho capital rolled 
into the station to be irrooled by innt( 
anil sorrowing thousands, represents 
five of every rank and walk in Ameri- 
can life. There wore the officers and 
men of the army and navy, the heads 
of the departments, the clerks and tin 
charwomen, business men and work- 
ingmon, whites and blacks, mingled in 
the street behind the ropes to receive 
the nation's dead. 


Tear Dimmed Eye*. 


MeKinley, the beloved, cold in death, 


had come back to Washington for n 
last pause within its historic precincts 
before proceeding to the grave by- the 
side of his mother and father and his 
two children in the cemetery in Can- 
ton. Yet it was the most triumphant 
coming of McKinley to tho capital, foi 
here the representatives of a united 
nation welcomed the cold clny, while 
all the world in spirit united in thp 
sentiment that placed William McKlu- 
ley among the immortals. 


Among those who stood vcith uncov- 


ered heads and tear dimmed eyes were 
men who had worn the gray, as sin- 
cere mourners now as those who had 
In political strife followed the star ot 
McKinley. 


The anarchist's bullet had brought 


the whole nation united to the rerogni- 
tion of the virtues of an American man 
and pure statesman. 


President Roosevelt and the cabinet 


were in carriages. Then came the rela- 
tives and personal friends. The body 
Having been deposited In the east room 
at the- Wfiite House and the guards ot 
honor stationed for the night, the 
mourning and wearied party that had 
come frcum Buffalo retired to gain 
strength for the mournful ceremonies 
of the morrow in the rotunda, of the 
capltol building, the scene of so many 
of McKinley's earthly triumphs. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt went to the home of 
his brother-in-law. Commander Cowles. 


In the White House. 


Up stairs in tho White House the 


widow of the former president mourns 
for her dead in the family apartments 
that now bring back but the saddest 
of memories. It was with simple cere- 
mony and a silence that fitted perfectly 
the sadness of the occasion that the 
body of the former president was b'orne 
along Pennsylvania avenue and laid up- 
on the bier in the east room where ht 
had stood so often in the pride of his 
manhood to receive the greetings of 
tbe common people he loved better 
than himself. 


II wi8 fitting that such ceremony 


a«' there was should be severely mili- 
tary In character in recognition of the 
fact that tiie president WBB the com- 
mander In chief of the United States 
army and urry. Nowhere was there A 


show of civilian participation. 
The 


streets about the station were tilled 
with mounted troops, and the station 
Itself AV*S occupied by stalwart sol- 


and.sailors in uniform. The blue 


eoated policemen and the railroad em- 
ployees were nearly all that stood for 
:lvll life. 


It Avas not so Oh tho broad stretch of 


avomip that led to the White House. 
There the people strained and crowded 
in a vast multitude, against the ropes 
which restrained them from the space 
marked out for the line of procession. 


Profound Silence. 


•The silence that marked the progress 
af the funprnl party through the na- 
tional capital was profound. The peo- 
ple, as a whole, did not talk even in 
whispers, and the only sign of agita- 
tion in the great crowd was the silent 
pressing and striving against the ropes 
to see the mournful cortege which 
fiwppt slowly along. 


The trnin was a little late. It was 


due .it 8:23. but the clock stood at 8:38 
when the Iteudlight of the big locomo- 
tive Hashed along the rails and the cars 
swept quietly to a-stop at the gates. 
The way was cleared, and down the 
pathway strode a body of sturdy sol- 
diers and sailors chosen as the body 
bearers and guard. They wore met at 
the entrance of the observation cur, 
whore tho body lay, by an officer and 
admit tod at once. Through thr clear 
plate glass windows the colliu showed 
in wrappings of tho national flag, cov- 
ered with rare garlands and sot pieces 
of flowers. Tho undertaker's assistants 
removed the floml pieces to the vans 
which wore to carry them to the White 
House. 


I,Ike Men o(T Stone. 


Tho sailor with drawn cutlass and 


the soldier with tixod bayonet \vlio 
stood grimly like men of stone at the 
head and foot of the casket gavo way 
grudgingly to these men, as though 
reluctant to abandon their sad duty. 


Meanwhile farther down the station 


the party on tho funeral train were 
nliglitlntc. 
Secretary liny and Secre- 


tary Gago had pressed forward and 
entered the car when- tho mourners 
sat iiixd assisted thorn to descend. Mrs. 
McKinlpy was aided by Abner Mc- 
Kinley and Dr. liixey mid was speedi- 
ly placed in a carriage, which drove 
off at once to the White House without 
awaiting the procession. Close behind 
came the members of tho family of 
the former president, who 
likewise 


were driven nwny immediately to the 
executive mansion. 
Mrs. McKlnloy 


was deeply veiled. 
She appeared to 


boar up with fortitude, but loaned 
hoavily on the arms of her supporters. 


RoOH«vclt IVnlkfd Firmly. 


President Koo^ovelt came next. Hip 


arm was closely clasped by Captain 
CoAvlos of the navy, his brother-in-law, 
who walked rather hastily along be- 
tween thp Hies of otlU'Ors to the car- 
riageway next the gates of the sta- 
tion. 
The 
president walked tinnly, 


erect, looking to neither side, his face 
set anil sorrowful. 
Close behind him 


pressed tho members oi' tho cabinet, 
headed by Secretary Hay and Secre- 
tary Gage, escorted by General Gil- 
lespio and a contingent of the ranking 
army and navnl officers in Availing. 


Meanwhile the coffin was being re- 


moved from the observation ear. One 
of tho largo windows was lowered n1 
the sido, and slowly and carefully tho 
•oflln was slipped out through tho open- 
ing and tenderly received upon tho 
bent shoulders of the body bearers. 
Four artillerymen from Fort McIIen- 
ry, Md., were on the right mid four 
sailors on the loft. 


Walked Slowly. 


Straightening themselves under their 


burden, they walked slowly toward the 
hearse. Before the coffin marched four 
officers. Major Parker, Colonel Blng- 
hain. Captain Gilmore and Major Mc- 
Caulpy, aiAl In that order, Avhilo the 
officers on either side and in the en- 
trance stood with uncovered heads, 
the body tvas carried to Sixth street 
and placed In the hearse. As the coffin 
emerged a bugle note rose clearly, and 
'taps" rang out. 
That was the only 


sound that broke the dead silenoo. 


Just beyond the entrance to the sta- 


tion President 
Roosevelt, with the 


members of the cabinet, had paused 
and had taken station so as to leave n 
broad space for the funeral cortege. 
They ranged themselves on the side- 
walk in double rows opposite each oth- 
er and stood with bared heads as tho 
body was carried to the hearse1 drawn 
up at the side gate. 


Drnvrn hy Six Hordes. 


The hearse was an exquisitely carved 


affair and was drawn by six coal black 
horses, each of which AA-as led by a col- 
ored groom in black liA'ery. Just as 
the body was being placed in the 
hearse an incident occurred that caus- 
ed a murmur of disapprobation. 
A 


photographer from a nearby window 
suddenly flashed a light for the purpose 
of obtaining a reproduction of the 
scene. The flashlight and. accompany- 
ing noise made people shudder. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt seemed to be momen- 
tarily disconcerted'. 


The hoarse.bearing the body of the 


third martyred president quickly mov- 
ed away and was followed at once by 
President Roosevelt, and those accom- 
panying hSm. 
In the president's car- 


riage besides Mr. Roosevelt were Sec- 
retaries Hay and Cage anrl Captain 
Cowles. 
Secretaries Root and Hitch- 


Cook, Attorney CJenernl Knox and Post- 
master (ypneral Smith followed in an- 
ofher carriage, white Secretary Wilson, 
Secretary Cortelyou, Secretary Long 
mid Senators Hanna and Fairbanks 
drove behind in other carriages. 


The citizens' committee from Buffalo, 


officers of the army and navy and 
friends followed. 


Tho'military already were In line. As 


the procession swept from Sixth street 
station Into Pennsylvania avenue a 
deeply Impressive sight was presented. 
The historic thoroughfare AVBH hung In 
black. Emblems of the nation's mourn- 
ing were displayed on every building. 
The stars and strioeu. furled auti 


•d with crape, floated from hundreds of 
windows, 


Over all gleamed coldly scores of 


sleet ric lights sharply defining each do- 
tall of the solemn scene. 


Banked on both sides of the avenue 


tt'bm Sixth street to the executive man- 
sion were tens of thousands of persons. 
They were come to pay their tribute of 
respect and love to the memory of their 
president. With bared head's and with 
oo murmur of sound the people watch- 
ed with t'ear stained eyes the last home- 
fomlng of President McKinley. 


No Mimic. 


There was no music. Amid the hush 


of the great crowds only the clatter of 
the horses' hoofs ringing sharply upon 
the pavement was heard. 


A platoon of mounted police in com- 


mand of Sergeant Matthews led the 
Way. 
Next came a delegation of Grand 


Army of the Republic men from the 
department of the Potomac, members 
of the Union Veteran union, the Span- 
ish War Veterans and Troops I and Ii 
of the BleA-euth cavalry from Fort 
Meyer, Va. FolloAving the cavalrymen 
was the hearse, flanked on either sido 
by tho body bearers, with a detach- 
ment of signal corps men'bringing up 
the roar. The carriages containing the 
distinguished officials were next in line, 
that of President Roosevelt being Im- 
mediately behind the signal corps. Scat- 
tered along at different parts of tho 
procession Avere groups of army and 
navy officers, who informally had re- 
ceived tho body in the railroad station. 
It was about !):3<) when thp head of the 
procession reached thp White House 
grounds and turned into the driveway. 


Doily In Kant Itoom. 


When tho sad cortege arrived at the 


White House the hoarse stopped under 
the porte cooboro. Tho body bearers 
took the eorUn upon their broad shoul- 
ders and. passing up the throe or four 
steps, waited until President Roosevelt 
and the members of tho cabinet hud 
alighted from their carriages and thon 
followed them through tho wide open 
doors into tho east room. 


Just in the center of the room, under 


the great crystal chandelier, they de- 
posited their precious burden upon a 
black draped base and stood "t salute 
AVbllo the now chief executive and tho 
....".,".,,\-i mriuiirrs Avitn bowed heads 
passed by. 


Following them came tho chief o;il- 


ccrs of the army and navy UOAV in the 
city, the guard of honor, consisting of 
officers of tho I.oval Legion, members 
of tho Union Veterans' union and the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 


President Roosevelt, accompanied by 


tho members of the cabinet, loft tbe 
house almost immediately and 
AVon- 


driven to their homes. 


Heart to th«- North. 


The oollin had boon placed length- 


wise of the east room, the head to tho 
north. Plied about it were half a hun- 
dred 
floral emblems of exceptional 


beauty, and us many more Avere placed 
in tho inside corridor until tomorrow. 
TAVO marine*, a soldier and a sailor 
stood guard, one jit ouch corner of the 
coffin, while seated on either side wore 
two members of the Crnnd Army and 
two members of the Loyal Lotion. 
These were relieved at intorv.ils of two 
hours during tho niubt. 


Before midnight the household bad 


retired to rest, and the only lights to lio 
soon were those In the room where his 
comrades kept watch over their di-sul 
chief. 


President Iloofwolt passed his first 


night in Washimtt'm as chief magis- 
trate at tho 
residence of 
Captain 


CoAvles, the home of his brother-in-law. 
Ho reached hero at 9:40 o'clock, accom- 
panied by Captain Cowlos. who bad 
been officially detailed to escort

In n second carriage wen- 


Secretary H«y of the state department 
and Secretary Gage of the treasury, the 
senior cabinet otticers. neither of whorn 
went to Buffalo and who met Mr. 
Roosevelt as president for the first time 
last night. 
Tho president ran lightly 


up the steps of the CoAvlos residence 
after glancing at an American Hag 
hanging nt half mast over the door. 
Ho \\ent immediately to the parlor n)«^ 
greeted Mrs. Roosevelt, who had arriv- 
ed at 4 o'clock and who for the first 
time saw her husband as president of 
the United States.

Buffalo, Sept. 17.—Leon F. Czolgosz 


was indicted yesterday afternoon by 
the county court grand Jury for the 
crime of murder in the first degree Iu 
fatally shooting President William Mc- 
Kinley nt the Temple of Music in the 
Pan-American exposition grounds at 
4:15 o'clock on the afternoon of Sept. 0. 


District Attorney Penney presented 


the evidence In the murder case to the 
grand jury from 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until a few minutes past 4 o'clock 
In the afternoon. 


Aside from the surgeons and physi- 


cians in the case no witnesses were 
sworn other than those who were in 
tho Temple of Music and witnessed tbe 
shooting. 


At 4:15 o'clock, Just exactly ten days 


after the shooting, the grand jury vot- 
ed unanimously to indict Czolgosz for 
murder in the first degree. At 4:41 
o'clock the secret Indictment wae pre- 
sented to Judge Emory in the couuty 
court. 


Thon ensued a wait of an hour, but 


tho rumor that the murderer was to be 
arraigned spread, and in a short time 
the courtroom was crowded. Grout so 
crecy Avas maintained ns to the place of 
confinement of the prisoner, but it Is 
bolloA'od he AS'IIS locked up In the tem- 
porary jail at the Erie county peniten- 
tiary, whore prisoners have been kept 
Avhilo the juil has boon undergoing re- 
pairs. After the indictment was report 
ed the prisoner wa« driven from tho 
penitentiary, a mile from the city hall, 
to the jnil across the street from rh 
hall. Czolgosz was thon taken under 
strong guard from I he Jail through tho 
tunnel under Delaware avenue to the 
basement of the city hall and 
stairs to the court room on the 
floor.
